This dislosure describes a method of establishing multiple contexts based on 
past, present, and future events. By coalescing calendar affiliated events into 
a timeline, it is then possible to use a ^slider bar" application paradigm to 
position a persons current context into any event that has occurred. Is 
occurring or has yet to occur.

This invention has to do with a category of technology called "Memory 
Prosthelics'*. In a specific implementation, one can envision a network 
enabled PDA or Personal Digital Assitant having the capabill^ of storing a 
number of shosrtcut "gestures". These gestures ate then used call back 
specific words or phrases or other detailed digital data. 

This invention allows for diese shortcuts to take on a dynamic context 
When a pardculartime relevancy ifi established by the user, a server 
facilitated coupling process is initiated providing a linkage between the 
shortcut and the relevant data items derived from the calendar data. 

Consider this simple example in which an individual may be attempting to 
recollect specific pieces of information which were relevant last Tuesday 
morning . 

A shortcut exists which represents the collective participams in a particular 
meeting. This shortcut always has this particular meaning. However, when 
the user selects a particlar time reference {i.e. last Tuesday at 1 0:00 a.m.) 
this gesture based shortcut takes on die meaing of displaying all of the 
participants in last Tuesday's meeting.
